It is obvious, and, as Englishmen 
admit, quite natural that the desire of 
‘aft to forestall perhaps the work of 
the British preference policy by offer- 
ing Canada reciprocity, must be one 
essential factor in Balfour’s mind. He 
realizes the urgency of the British 
adoption of preference as affecting the 
situation both in Canada and the West 
‘Indies. Redmond, eager to hold his 
‘own in Ircland against O'Brien, ex- 
plains he is still irreconcilable, but 
there is little doubt that he will com- 
promise with Lloyd George and. let 
the budget pass the Commons, 

The Unionists’ position in’ she ap- 
proaching election is probably streng- 
thened by the Lords’ overwhelming 
acceptance yesterday of the principle 
that hereditary right alone shall not 
give the peers legislative rights. 

Asauith’s Resolution. 

The following is the text,of the re- 
solution Premier Asquith will move in 
the House of Commons ‘Tuesday: 

“That this House immediately re- 
solve itself into a committee to con- 
sider the relations between the two 
houses of parliament on the question 
ul the duration of parliament. 

“That it is expedient that the TLouse 
of Lords be disabled by law from re- 
jecting or amending any money bill, 
but that any such Jimitation by law 
shall not be taken) to diminish or 
qualify existing rights or privileges of 
the House of Commons. 

“That it is expedient that the pow- 
¢rs of the Llouse of Lords as respects 
Wills other than money bills be re- 
stricted by law, so that any such. bill 
which has passed the ILouse of Com- 
mons in three successive sessions hav- 
‘my been sent up to the House of 
Lords at lenst one month before the 
end of a session has been rejected 
by that house in each of these sessions, 
shall become Jaw without the consent 
of the House of Lords on the Royal 
at being declared. 

“That it is expedient to limit the 
duration of parliament to five years.”

RAILWAY IS CRITICISED TRAGEDY IN 


Jury Blames it for Not Paying its Track 
Men Sufficiently 


Seattle, March 24—The coroner's 
jury investigating the great disaster at 
Williston, in which ninety lives were 
lost, brought in a verdict yesterday, 
which, while it does not fix the re- 
sponsibility on the Great Northern 
Ry., criticizes the company for not 
having placed its trains in a safe 
place. The Great Northern is. eriti- 
cized for having paid laborers engaged 
in clearing the track but 15 cents an 
hour without board, because on ac- 
count of the small wages. thirty-five 
men quit work when their services 
were most needed. The jury censured 
the railroad for not retaining enough 
men to clear the track regardless of 
Cost, 


Races May Be Stopped. 


Toronto, March 24.—The> Ontario

ACT WILL PROTECT 
LANDS OF INDIANS 


Parliament Spent Last Hour Before 
Easter Adjournment in Discuss- 


ing Hon. F. Oliver's Bill | 


Ottawa, March 24—The Commons 
adjourned for the aster recess yester- 
day. During the last hour the mem- 
bers were in a holiday mood and paid 
but little attention to the matter be- 
fore the house, which happened to be 
Hon. Frank Olivers’ bill to amend the 
Indian act. The bill provides a pro- 
cess for the recovery of the posses- 
sion of Indian lands trespassed upon 
and adversely occupied and also pro- 
vides that contracts affecting Indian 
monies and securities must be approv- 


ed by the Superintendent General of 


Indian Affairs. 

Mr. Oliver's bill to amend the land 
titles act was given a third reading and 
Mr. ‘Templeman introduced a bill to 
amend the fisheries act. 1t provides, 
among other things, for bringing into 
effect, by proclamation, of regulations 
proposed by international — fisheries 
commission. 

Questions were put to Mr, Fielding 
as to the progress of the tariff ne- 
votiations, but the minister said. it 
would be impolitic and unwise to make 
a statement at present. : 

The impression prevails. that busi- 
ness will be rushed when the House 
resumes and prorogation will be reach- 
ed before May roth.

BATTLED WITH THE POLICE 


Murderer Was Finally Shot After he Had 

Been Driven out of Car by Fire

Wilmington, Del., March 24.—Three 
men were killed on a north-bound 
Baltimore and Ohio Railway train yes- 
terday in a fight which began at Ne- 
wark, Del. and ended in a desperate 
battle between the police, aided by the 
firemen and citizens, and a murderer 
at Deleware Avenue Station here, fol-

o'clock.

shot in hand and leg; Mathew Haley, 
citizen of Wilmington, shot in leg. 

The triple tragedy was the result of 
wnaltercation between Bethea, who 
was a passenger, and Williams, the 
porter of the Pullman car. ‘The car 
was bound from Washington to Jersey 
City. Bethea, who had been drinking 
heavily, shot Porter through the heart, 
killing him instantly. When Conduct- 
or Wellman saw Porter fall and) ran 
up, Bethea fired a second shot into the 
colored man’s body and then without 
a word he shot Wellman through the 
heart. The conductor fell dead in his 
tracks. 

At Wilmington the Newark Guards 
and a posse of citizens and train men 
ran to the scene, The police called 
upon Bethea to surrender, «A call was 
sent to the local fire company nearby 
and the firemen responded with their 
engine attaching the high pressure 
hose to the fire plug. The firemeu 
barricaded themselves behind trucks 
and boards and played a stream upon 
the window of the train. The desper- 
ado fired a number of shots at the 
firemen, but they were not injured. 
Subsequently Bethea, drenched with 
water, staggered to the platform, and 
the police shot him.

The death occurred last evening of 
Donald Macdonald of Victoria avenue, 
after an illness extending over several, 
years. : 
The deceased came west twenty-six 


years ago, settling near Fort Qu’Ap-" 


pelle, and coming in 1894 to reside in 
Edmonton, a place with which his fam- 
ily had been connected a century be- 
fore, his uncle, John Macdonald, being 
one of the three-men who founded 
Fort Augustus or Edmonton in 1798. 

Mr. Macdonald was born at the fam- 
ily home, “Marina,” in Cobourg, On- 
tario, in 1833. He was the grandson 
of Capt. John Macdonald of Garth, 
Callander, in Perthshire, Scotland, and 
son of Captain Archibald Macdonald, 
of II.M. 35th Foot, and Catherine, his 
wife, daughter of the Hon, Captain 
Walter Boswell, R.N., one of the 
founders of Cobourg, and by whom 
it was named, 

Mr. Macdonald was a gentleman of 
singularly gentle and loving disposi- 
tion, thoroughly imbued with a high 
sense of his duty to his God and to 
his country; one who lived out his life 
quietly, apart from the storm and tur- 
moil of public life, and leaving behind 
him the memory of a man of stainless 
charatter, 

Ile is survived by a widow, the only 
sister of the late Judge Ketchum, Co- 
bourg, and three children, Miss Mac- 
donald, Mr. D. W. Macdonald and Mr. 
J. K. Macdonald.

MAY BE EXPECTED 


Sale of 80,000 Acres Near Beaver 
Lake is Probably Only a 
Beginning 


“The story that my profits on the 
sale of 80,000 acres of Beaver Lake 
land will amount to a quarter of a 
million is a pretty wild guess,” said 
Mr. J. A. Powell to The Capital this 
morning. “Of course we are not in 
business purely for our health, but to 
say that the profit on 80,000 acres 
amounted to that sum was a pretty ex- 
aggerated statement.” 

The property, of about 80,c00 acres, 
js near Beaver Lake, about 4 miles 
east. of Edmonton, and is good farm- 
ing land. ‘The purchaser was N. Gard- 
ner Begg of Saskatoon, and it is un- 
derstood that he represents an English 
syndicate which will sell the land in 
smaller parcels. ‘The purchase price 
was in the neighborhood of $1,099,000, 
the average price per acre being about 
$12. 

Mr. Powell, who is an 
dealer in Alberta lands, still controls 
about 240,000 acres in the Beaver Lake 
district. Negotiations are now in pro- 
gress for other large sales and the one 
just made will probably be oniy the
